Set up a security strip, When asked his reaction to the 
Strip, Isenberg calied 't a practical matter He also said 
the United Nations should have a force stronger than 
the token units now there Patroling the six - mile strip 
isenberg went on to say that the six - mile buffer zone 
was for security reasons only and that Israel has noter- 
ritorial desires

was asked for his reaction to the phrase "US 
Imperialism” Isenberg said “no doubt the United 
States has exercised its power for years, but added 
that America no longer has the power or the interest to 
dictate policies in other countries Isenberg used the 
example of the Panama treaty Though people think the 
United States could dictate that agreement to the 
Panamanians. “we couldn't if we wanted to.” stated

I'm hoping legislators will ignore the

Bill Storey of the CPEC said the 
methodology report is a survey of all 
institutions and compares their 
function to the UC and CSUC cam- 
puses The averages are taken and 
percentages for pay raises are pro- 
jected for professors. The report 
recommends that CSUC professors 
receive a 3.27 percent pay increase 
and UC professors receive a 7.54 
percent pay increase Storey said. 
“We just base our figures on what the 


Survey says We don't make 
decisions The percentages are 
taken to the Legislature, which 


decides what pay increases will be 
alloted 

Kessler gave some reasons why he 
criticized the methodology report. He 
said the report compares the Califor- 
mia system to the average system in 
the nation. “They're saying to keep up 
with the Joneses.” said Kessier. 
Legislators want the educational 
system to keep only within the 
medium range. Kessler stated, “They 
want us to be no better, just break 
even. We're letting other states set 
trends. We don't want to be a leader, 
just a follower.” 


Kessler criticized the report 


because professors aren't compared 
with private teachers in industry. He 
said education is generally under- 
funded and the system ijoses better 
faculty to private industry 
There is a demand for relevant

“I've established myself as a quiet. 
under - the - scenes individual, but 
very productive,” said AS/ President 
Heyman Matlock about his role as an 
administrator. 

Under - the - scenes? 

Definitely. Matiock on the whole 
has kept his name out of the lime - 
light. He took office in May 1977, nar- 
rowly defeating then - Senate Chair 
Patti Payne. Votes were recounted 
three times before establishing 
Matiock’s victory. 

According to AS! Executive Direc- 
tor Paul McAmis, Matiock’s ad- 
ministration was not racked by as 
many clashes of egos as other ad-

ministrations. Matlock says most of 
this year's controversies were not 
within the executive branch. McAmis 
said, “By and large, his administration 
was a stable one.” 

Matlock made an effort to keep his 
name from the State Hornet's pages, 
believing such publicity is counter - 
productive to ASi. Matiock said he 
would go to the legal services 
availabie or the Board of Justice 
rather than use the Hornet as a 
vehicle for relating his opinion. 

Some conflicts within the ASI ex- 
ecutive branch did however filter into 
the pages of the paper. Matlock asked 
for the resignation of General 
Counsel Willie Pelote and Attorney 
General Thomas Lineer. Lineer com- 
plied to his reques?; Pelote did not. 

Matiock and Elections Coor- 
dinator Robert Moore aiso clashed. 
Matiock strongly opposed a referen- 
dum changing the gpa requirements 
for presidential candidetes and took 
the case to the BOJ hoping to keep it

Election 
complaints 
rejected

The ASI Election Board 
unanimously voted not to invalidate 
the Apri! 19-20 general election 
because the petitioners could not 
produce sufficient evidence in sup- 
port of their complaints, it was an- 
nounced Monday 

On May 3, the board heard 
statements by Sens. Patricia Younger 
and Karen Bowen regarding the four 
complaints listed in the invalidation 
petition. Though the petition was 
signed by 52 peopie, only Younger 
and Bowen attended the hearing 

Election officer Sue Tsurumaki 
read the decision at 1:25 p.m. Monday 
in the El Dorado Room. None of the 
petitioners were present 

The board dismissed the charge 
that ballots were left unattended “for 
several days” before the election 
because Younger was not specific as 
to dates and did not produce 
evidence that the incident affected 
the outcome of the election. 

The charge concerning the 
photograph of two people in a voting 
booth which appeared in the Apri! 21 
State Hornet was also dismissed 
because the petitioners “could not 
Produce evidence that it had an affect 
on the election.” 

The board dismissed the charges 
that polis were left unattended and 
that seais were left off ballot boxes 
because Younger had not witnessed 
the incidents and could not produce 
evidence.

“Israel will need its strength 
more than ever before,” said 
Seymour Lewis, president of the 


Zionist Federation of Sacramento, 


Wednesday, in the Redwood 
Room. As part of the israel 
independence Week program, 
Lewis spoke on the topic of “israei,

It seems they are having difficulty assimilating some of the 
hard words anc elusive concepts they have found in so many of the partisan 
diatribes published in our student newspaper and elsewhere. To assist them 
toward a better understanding of contemporary political language and

Let us examine this concept in the 
context of Israel. The following practice and law are enacted and executed by 
the Israeli government 

1. In 1950, israel enacted the law of return whereby any Jew from al! over the 
worid may go to Israel and become a citizen. By this law, a Jew from: Sac- 
ramento or Berkeley has greater rights than Arabs born in Jerusalem, and 
other parts of Palestine or the Palestinian Arabs living in exile. Begin, the 
current Prime Minister of Israel, who was born in Poland and was a master ter- 
rorist wanted by the British Mandate government for his terrorist act of killing 
over 250 innocent children, women and elderly men in Der Yasin on April 1948 
and for bombing of King David Hotel in 1946 in which over 90 civilians were 
killed, can claim Jerusalem as his land while Yasi Arafat who was born in 
Jerusalem and was exiled from his land in his childhood during 1948 can't go 
back to his land and is labeled a terrorist because he is fighting for his natural 
birth - right 

2. In 1970, the Israeli government enacted the “Discharged Soidier Law.” 
The intent of this law is to increase the Jewish birthrate by granting cash sub- 
sidies to Jewish families for each child after the fourth. For a family to receive 
this allotment, the child must qualify to serve in the Israeli armed forces. By law, 
Arabs may not serve in Israeli armed forces. Uri Arnery, amember of the Israeli 
Knesset described the law as infamous, shameful and scandalous. He states 
further that the intention of law is to encourage birth among one part of the 
population of Israel and to discourage it among the other part, it will provide

These are just a few examples of the Israel model of democracy Israeli sup 
porters undoubtedly will deluge the Hornet with letters and articles describing 
the rotten situation in the Arab Worid. Whatever the situation may be in the 
Arab World, the readers should not be sidetracked or distracted from the tact 
that the Israel model of democracy is designed. as is the case in South Africa 
and Rhodesia, to protect the vested interest of alien Jewish settlers immigrated 
from Europe and elsewhere to the land of Palestine at the expense of the in

The champion, Trenton, NJ. native Knuckles “Knuk” Waskowichtz. has 
been the titleholder since last week when he stunned the sporting world by pin- 
ning Carmen “Cute” Eekle in the first round of the their championship bout 
Waskowichtz has since been stripped of the WTWC (World Thumb Wrestling 
Council) version of his title because of his refusai to face the WTWC's top - 
renked challenger within 36 hours of winning the championship 

Providence authorities arrested Waskowichtz in a deserted barn 15 miirce 
northeast of the city at approximately 1 am. Tuesday. Arrested also were twT 
men (names withheld) who were apprehended speeding from the barn in a ‘55 
Chevy with Guetamalan license plates 

Inside the barn, police found Waskowichtz dancing atop a 2000 - pound 
brick of marijuana. He was smoking a 12 - ounce marijuana cigar and snorting 
opium from a rusty tablespoon.

Baseball season came to an end 
‘for CSUS last Saturday. Recruiting 
began Wednesday night 

“We want to be the best next year 
but everyone says that,” explained 
coach Barry Woodhead, who isn't 
even sure if he'll be back at the heim 
next season 


Woodhead, who is in the process 
of being evaluated by a hiring com- 
mittee, which is standard procedure 
with coaches on temporary one - year 
assignments, said, “My biggest 
chance is hoping to coach the guys 
again. 


“I just really hope i do get to come 
back and get the athletes | want.” 
offered Woodhead, “because | want 
to do a good job for the school and the 
program.” 

Woodhead, the fourth coach in 
four years, has done a splendid job in 
turning the basebail program around 
at CSUS, despite the Hornets’ 15-31-2 
overall and 8-10 Far Western 
Conference records. Sacramento, 
which left more runners on base in a 
single season than ever before, won 
four out of six FWC series, and 
suffered severai one - run losses not 
only in conference games but against 
non - league opponents as well, in- 
cluding the Pac - 8 ciubs 


“In reality,’’ announced 
Woodhead, “we didn’t reach any of 
the goals we set up. But | think we did 
as good a job of teaching as we could. 


“The players thought they learned 
more, and they were extremely ap- 
Preciative of it,” inciuding first 
baseman Ed Byers, catcher Ed Cam- 
bra, right fielder Lou DeBernardi, 
third baseman ‘Mark Garavaglia and 
shortstop Dave Painter, the offensive 
brass of Sacramento. 

Byers, a junior college ‘transter 
from Los Medanos, hit 
weli for the Hornets al! season. The 
left - handed power hitter batted .410

Byers, who has been approached 
by both the Los Angeles Dodgers and 
Montreal Expo organizations, struck 
Out only twice ali season. in addition 
he drove in 34 runs and scored 31 
runs. And the first baseman had a 
near - flawless .990 fielding percen- 
tage 


DeBernardi, a senor, batted a 
tremendous 339 in conference and 
326 in all games. Cambra, who is 
joining teammate - pitcher Jesge 
Flores to play professional bali in 
South America this summer, played 
superbly from his backstop position 


“The greatest compliment paid Ed- 
die.” observed Woodhead, “was by 
the umpires who said he does a great 
job of receiving and framing the bail 
He lets the umpire see the ball. And 
considering we changed his whole 
style, this came through hard work.” 

Cambra hit .280 and had an im- 
pressive 583 runners - caught - steal- 
ing percentage 

Painter, on the other hand, hit .270 
both in conference and overall, and, 
according to Woodhead, “Played as 
good a shortstop as anybody the leet 
few weeks.” 


Garavaglia, an East Bay JC 
transfer from Wainut Creek, batted 
.292 overall and 2.84 in FWC. “Over 
the last month,” Woodhead added, 
“Mark hit the ball harder than 
anybody on our team, including the 
breaking pitches.” 

Woodhead's task of recruiting has 
him traveling to Fresno for the Nor- 
thern California JC tournament and 
to Long Beach for the state JC tour- 
nament finals. He’s looking for only 
two qualities in players. 

“We've got to do a good job of rec- 
ruiting,” he said. “We're looking for 
attitude and speed. The rest will take 
care of itself.”

Lewis. Herzi'’s book spread a new 
hope by asserting “If you will it, itis 
not a dream.”

Other Jews helped to make the 
dream a reality. A New York - 
based group called the Jewish 
National Fund, was set up to buy 
land in Turkey and the Arab coun- 
tries. “This land belongs to afi 
Jews,” said Lewis. 

After World War i, the speaker 
said, the British government 
proclaimed “Her majesty's 
government looks with favor on 
the land for Jewish people and 
respects their rights.” Un- 
fortunately, Lewis said, what they 
gave with one hand, they took with 
the other. Five years later, Chur- 
chill took away part of that land to 
form Jordan 

With the coming of the Nazi 
regime, the dream was again 
hampered. Lewis said the Jews

were not fighters, but defenders. 
They welcomed many — refugees 
into israel. 

On May 15, 1948, Israel was 
Pprociaimed a new state by the 
United Nations after 2,000 years of 
repression, said Lewis. 

Lewis continued speaking of 
the advances of israel saying, “The 
land once again flowed with milk 
and honey.” 

Another dream was to build a 
canal to solve Israel's hydroelec- 
tric problem. Lewis said it will be 60 
to 70 miles long with a drop long 
enough to aid in solving the 
problem. “in thé next ten years, it 
will be a reality,” he said. 

“The impossibie dream of atrue 
democracy will be realized if the 
rest of the world stays away. Then 
each man shall sit under a fig tree 
and not be afraid,” Lewis con- 
cluded.

the allocation for administration and 
operations, increases for the 
legislative and executive branches. a 
decrease for office operations and a 
$3,655 allocation for the Residence 


Hali Association not previously 
funded by AS! 
Allocations for athletics and 


recreation decreased $18,839, from 
$103,200 to $84,361. The $25,000 cut 
for intercollegiate athletics is partially 
offset by a $6,400 increase for in- 
tramurals 

The major decreases in the 
category of services and academic - 
cultural affairs are: Program Board, 
$11,000; financial aid programs, 
$2,000; KEG Radio, $1,000 Aux- 
iliaries, including the bike shop, ink 
Machine and Children's Center 
received increases of $4,000. Total 
allocations for services and academic 
- Cultural affairs decreased $3,122. 
from $185,220 to $181,198 

The budget was approved by ac- 
ting President Lloyd Johns May 8. Ac- 
cording to ASI Executive Director 
Paul McAmis, the ‘78-'79 Senate may 
adjust the allocations to IRA - funded 
programs.

The report is a rubber yardstick 
Kessier said. The list of institutions 
changes every time professors’ 
salaties look worse than others’ 
salaries. Kessler commented that a 
mediocre list of institutions is used to 
compare with the UC and CSUC 
system. “The report deliberately ex- 
cludes New York and Washington 
because the cost of living is higher,” 
said Kessler. He noted that less than 
one - third of the institutions in the 
report are in urban areas, while 80 
percent of CSUC and UC schools are 
in urban areas. 

Kessier said legislators and Gov 
Brown ask why professors aren't leav- 
ing the profession, if they pay is low 

But there are other alternatives. 
Kessler said, “many professors 
moonlight as consultants. This isn't 
bad because sometimes it helps them 
have better insight in their field. it's 
bad when peopie are driven for 
economic reasons,” said Kessier. 

Demoralization is a problem. Kes- 


Woodhead: 


sier said professors don't care 
anymore; they feel that they aren't do- 
ing a good job; they feel no one ap- 
preciates them. They just collect 
whatever they are paid without saying 
anything. Kessler commented, “They 
drop out, but stay on the job.” Kessler 
noted that, since 1969, professors 
who have advanced as high as they 
can have seen their incomes 
disentegrate 24 percent 

Charles Davis of the chancellor's 
office commented on the 
methodology report, saying the ad- 
ministration still favors the 99 
percent pay increase. This proposal 
will be submitted to the Legislature 
for all academic personnel 

Kessler said, “Professors must 
Organize for collective bargaining. 
They must raise political funds. It is 
part of professors’ lives, but they don't 
see it that way. They must become in- 
volved politically because they're 
constantly getting the short end of the 
Stick.”

Every year we reseed that trail and 
stake it. Hermoso says “As soon as 
the lawn grows and we remove the 
stakes, people just go and beat the 
same old path It's a campus of 
goats 

According to Hermoso, 30 percent 
of his groundsmen’s time is taken up 
correcting damage caused largely by 
careiessness 

Besides reseeding the goat trails 
which deface several of the campus 
Hermoso says the men 
reseed the edges and 
lawns worn away by feet 
and vetiucies 

Although some of the damage is 
done by the public on weekends, Her- 
moso feeis students and staff should 
show more respect for the campus 
environment 

For instance, he says, his men get 
disgusted when they see a bike 
chained to a tree and a bike rack 20 
feet away “Not only does this 
damage a tree, but it's difficult to mow 
around the tree base, to spray the 
tree, or to water the lawn around it,” 
he says “Students will complain if 
their bikes get wet. 

Hermoso blames campus police 
for not enforcing the bicycle policy 

But Lt Norman Scarr says curren- 
tly only an administrative policy 
under which students cannot be cited 
or bikes impounded is in effect. He 
adds, "A policy that would let us cite 
and impound is hung up in com- 
mittees.” 
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Hermoso also says he has a 
problem with complaints from faculty 
about the noise his staff makes 

“Unfortunately we have to mow 
and edge during daylight hours so we 
can see what we are doing. 
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on the trail’ 


Sometimes that involves five minutes 
of noise during a class. Occasionaily 
an instructor will bring aciass outside 
to sit on the lawn and then compiain 
because we're mowing nearby 

‘We have strict mowing schedules 
If we have to miss a spot, we can't get 
back to it for a week’ 

A student who regularly uses the 
biggest trail across the quad, 
Dorothea Jennings. a com- 
munications studies major thinks 
Hermoso is being inflexible about the 
trails 

The one | use is the shortest way 
across the quad for many people,” 
she points out. “Couldn't he put in 
some kind of aesthetic path?’ 

Another trail user, Rachel Mar- 
quez, a journalism major, says, “it 
reminds me of my mother and her liv- 
ing room. The room was beautiful, but 
no one was allowed to touch it. She 
forgot it was there for people.” 

Says Allen Pontes, theater arts ma- 
jor, “Gee, | don't know why | use the 
birch tree trail. Mostly because it's 
there | suppose. Besides, there's 
something about a trail | can't resist.” 

Hermoso’s response is that if he 
puts in permanent paths wherever a 
trai! appears, “pretty soon we end up 
with a campus of asphait.” If he leaves

Cox cited the special energy - sav 
ing features of the building and its 
landscaping. A number of heating 
and cooling plans were analyzed by 


computer, and the one which uses 
least energy was selected Each 
upstairs office has its own heat pump 
and air intake system, controlled by 
the light switch The first floor cen 
trally heated, is partly underground 
and will De surrounded by rolling hills 
ina modified version of the University 
Union lawn 

Approval of the new building was 
based on the growing number of full 
equivalent students and on the 
need to remove unsatisfactory tem 
porary buildings, nine west of the 
Music Building and others southwest 
of the footbridge, Cox said 

Gordon Landsness. chief of plant 
operations, said that he has no direct 
responsibility for the building until 
the key has been turned over to the 


time 


university He noted that an excellent 
state inspector, Art Munger. has been 
assigned to monitor progress 

Munger's plans show that of the 
nine classrooms five have a 
standard seating capacity of 45. while 
four are smaller seminar rooms 
Upstairs offices have an average floor 
space of 11 by 13 feet 

Munger described the situation 
complicated by wet weather as 
building upside - down, or from the 
inside out.” So much has been com 
pleted inside, he said, work will go ex 
ceptionally fast after the roof and ex 
terior are on. The outer dimensions 
less the emergency stairs at each end

Looking back, Matiock felt he 
compromised on many issues to keep 
AS! functional. McAmis feels if 
Matlock perhaps had been more 
vocal, students would have been 
more aware of the work he ac- 
complished. 


“I've established a more effective 
ASI and more respected AS! within 
the CSUC system,” says Matiock of 
his accomplishments this year. 


“| don't know if he's accomplished 


any more or any less than any other 
ASI president,” said McAmis 


One of Matiock’s goals when he 
took office in May 1977 was to get 
more CSUS students in positions of 
influence on a statewide level, and he 
has been successful. 


Joe Debbs and Peter Frank Young 
were appointed to statewide task 
force committees, Craig Jones was 
established as liaison to the 
chancellor. 


McAmis feels Matlock raised the 
credibility of CSUS in the CSUC 
system through his involvement in the 


Student Presidents Association 
Matiock was an indirect force in ap- 
pying pressure to get CSUS students 
appointed to the task forces. 


As for direct campus action, 
Matiock did not fair as well, according 
to McAmis, because of being stymied 
by the Senate. 


Matiock agrees he did not atternpt 
to influence many senate bills. He saw 
them as the Senate's responsibility. 


Matiock held an unsuccessful 
Government Day in which he opened 
ASI doors to give students an op- 
portunity to ask questions concer- 
ning various programs. Few took ad- 


vantage of this offer 

Matiock said he established a 
student member on the Chamber of 
Commerce as a public relations ges- 
ture for the university. This led to 
student internships on the Chamber 
of Commerce board. 

According to McAmis, Matlock 
was more involved with business and 
financial aspects of ASI than as a 
politician. He said Matiock worked 
well on a one - to - one basis.
